AFGHANISTAN VENDETTAS. 


Bow Deadly Blood Feuds Are Waged In 


the Khyber Pass. 


During the time I have been In In 


clia, writes a soldier correspondent, the 
most interesting period was when I •was 
stationed on duty-for three months some 
years baok in Laudikotal, on the Af 
ghauistan side of the far famed Khyber 
pas4. Here I was able to forcibly real 
ize the meaning of "vendetta," aa th< 
characteristic blood feuds of the Afridis 
are quaint and interesting. 


The pasa itself is a neutral zone be- 


tween India and Afghanistan, but we ex 
eroise oar dominion over the rood tha 
winds its way for 21 miles through the 
narrow valley. Here, as elsewhere in 
Afghanistan, blood feuds are a reoog 
nized institution among the tribes am 
last through generations, the dishonor 
resting with that family who laat euf 
fered from some defeat or treacherous 
murder. 
\ 


"When an encounter occurs between 


two tribes occupying settlements on op 
posite sides of the road mentioned, one 
or other must cross it before commeno 
ing firing, as firing across the road ia 
prohibited, but on either side they cai 
exercise their friendly feelings towarc 
each other without hindrance. 


Bnt still quainter is it when the 


feuds are between close neighbors. Bach 
family, with near relations, occupies a 
number of mud hnts, inclosed in 
square surrounded by a thick, high wall 
of mud, stone anrj wood At cue corner 
ol these squares is built a watch tower 
30 feet high, where the family marks- 
iimu takes his position and playfully 
picks off any unfortunate who shows 
himself in the next square. Constitu- 
tionals are therefore confined on both 
lio.es and limited to nightly prowls.— 
Strand Magazine.

money, or places that power in the hands 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to coin 
money m hit, discretion, then that im- 
mense power is wielded by one man, and 
that takes (hat great power of the 
money function, out of the authority of 
law, find out of the hands of the people, 
and the government, and vests it in the 
will of one man, and enables him to 
wield it for the benefit of himself and 
friends. 
For nxample: 
If Congress should 
enact <i law that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, in his discretion, should have 
poweu to limit or suspend the use of corn 
IB, and prevent its exportation from, the 
United States. 
That would be tv bad law, a hard law, 
on the fellow .who makes a living by cul- 
tivating -and producing corn, also the 
man who want-; to use the corn for food.

Other nations make it fifteen and one- 


half to one, but the opinions of mankind 
have settled the fact that a given volume 
of gold costs fifteen and one-half or six- 
teen times as much labor as a like vol- 
ume-of silver. They have also settled 
the average volume of gold and the 
average volume of silver, that will be 
produced by one day's work ot one man, 
and that fixes the value and the relative 
value of gold and silver bullion. 


SOUND MONEY. 


If a miner does a day's work mining 


for silver, producing one ounce, that is 
sound. 
' 
If the same miner does sixteen day's 


work mining for gold, producing one 
ounce, that is sound. 
, 


Coined into money, the ounce of silve 
makes just as sound money, to pay fo 
one day's work, as the one ounce of got 
does to pay for sixteen day's work. 
That is all there is to sound money, 
Gold and silver bullion.are products o 
labor, and gold and silver money i 
sound money. 
A gold certificate is just as good as 
silver certificate, and one just as sonm 
and good and convenient as the other." 
Money is a factor in commerce, the nst 


and purpose of which is to facilitate 
trade. 


Any law in restraint of the production 
and coinage of gold and silver money is 
law in restraint of labor, and in restrain 
of trade. 
All debts are monep debts; the lega 


tender law compels us to get money tt 
pay debts. The Government alone can 
com money. She refuses to do it, aiic 
at <the same time compels us to ge 
money. That compels us to do an impos 
sibility. .That puts us in a hole. 


POWBB op MONEY. 


You all understand that gold bullion 
is property, vthe product of the gold 
miner's labor. 
That bullion has value but it has nc 
power, but when the miner takes it to 
the mint, and the Government of-the 
United States coins every five hundre< 
and sixteen grains of standard gold into 
a twenty-dollar piece, then that coin no 
only contains the bullion value, but th< 
power of Government; because when 
coined it is a legal tender in all payments 
and the Government enforces the law 
that imparts that power and function. 


Again, if I accumulate all the monej 
that the Government coins, I accumulate 
that power of Government. Now, if '. 
can stop the production of money I havi 
got you. I have got you in a hole, anc 
the only escape from that hole is to pro 
duce more money, and the only proteo 
tion to the producers, the working men 
of this nation, is the bulwork of our .con 
stitution that guarantees to every Amer 
ican citizen the freedom of pursuit, anc 
the sole use apd ownership of all th 
property, his skill and labor produces, or 
his thrift and economy accumulates. 


WEA1TH OF NATIONS. 


Our national resources are unbounded 
In natural deposits of metals, minerals 
and soil and climate within our terri- 
torial limits. 


"We possess and can produce, and man- 
ufacture, every article that enlightened 
civilization needs. 


If the coinage of money had not been 
stopped we would have dug out from 
our mines and coined gold and silver 
enough to have paid our national debt, 
and our domestic debt, and our people 
would all have been busily employed, 
and all had the comforts of hf«. 


In the growth of our nation in popu- 
lation, there must be a corresponding 
growth in production and manufacture 
and commerce; because we have more 
people to teed and clothe and shelter. 
There will be more business transactions, 
more payments to be made, and more 
money will be needed to make the pay 
ments. 


Therefore, to our present civilization 
the current production of money is as 
necessary as any other product ot labor, 
and that in obedience to the freedom of 
pursuit. 


Our population is increasing by natural 


increase of births over draths of more 
than one million per annum. Not count- 
ing the jncrease ^immigration, we have 
an additional million of persons every

produce the needed money, and the 
labor of our country will produce it, and 
every needed article of food, clothing 
and shelter, to meet the wants and make 
comfortable, happy, manly and independ- 
ent our increasing, and ever to increase, 
growth and population, and wealth, and 
national strength and felicity. 


The demonetization ot silver turned 


back the hands of progress on the dials 
of time, and for unexampled prosperity, 
happiness and felicity, gave us aristoc- 
racy and 
poverty, desperate want, 
misery, immorality and crime. 


Let us have free coinage. 


MONROE DOCTRINE. 


There are but two forms of govern- 
ment instituted amongst men for the 
government of the human family. 
The first and oldest is the despotic, 
monarchial or one-man form of govern- 
ment, based upon the Divine Right of 
Kings, who assume to be a superior or 
favored class of beings. 


Who rule by their own will in their 
own interest. 
James Monroe characterized that form 
of government as the European form. I 
shall so refer to it. 


George 
W_ashington, our immortal 
ancestor, in his farewell address, char- 
acterized the other form of government 
as American. 


The American form of government is 


based upon the truth, that all men are 
created equal and endowed with the in- 
aliable rights to life, liberty and the) 
freedom of pursuit, and the right to own 
and control all of the property that their 
skill and labor'produces or their thrift* 
and econcmy accumulates. 
That all 
powers of government are derived from 
the consent of the governed. 


At the beginning' of the eighteenth 


century France was the greatest power 
in Europe, 


When 
Napoleon 
overran 
Spain, 
Josep^ Bonaparte was placed on the 
Spanish throne. 
With the downfall of Napoleon, Joseph 
fled from Spain, and the Spanish Bour- 


bons recovered the throne. 


About the time James Madison was 
elected President of the United States. 
the"~Spanish set up a Republican form of 
government and the Czar of Russia, the 
Emperor of Austria and-the > King of 
Prussia formed the'Hbly Alliance, topre 
vent the spread of the American form of 
government. 


The Spanish Colonies in America set 
up a Republican form of Government, 
and James Madison acknowledged the 
Independence of five Spanish republics^ 
About 1822 the Holy Alliance over- 


turned the American form of govern- 
in Spain and set up the Bourbon dynasty. 
This brings us to James Madison's 


seventh annual message in 18*3; On 
which occasion addressing the Congress 
and the American people, he- compared 
•the European and American forms of 
"government, and his statement has gone 
into history as the Monroe Doctrine. 
Says Mr. Monroe: "The late events 


in Spain and Portugal show that Europe 
is still unsettled." 


Of this important fact no stronger fact 


can be adduced than that:* the allied pow 
ers should have thought it proper, on any 
principle satisfactory to themselves, to 
have. interposed by force in the internal 
concerns of Spain. 


To what extent such interpositions- 


may be carried on the same principle, is 
a question in which all independent 
powers whose government differs from 
theirs are interested, and none more so 
than the United States. 
- - 


Our policy in regard to Europ^is 


to interfere - in th'e internal concerns 
any of its powers." 


The political system of the-allied pow- 


ers is essentially different from that of 
America. The doctiine of the European 
plan of government is based on the di- 
vine right of kings to govern.

This American doctrine is ours. 


Says Mr. Monroe: ' "To the defense 


of our own this whole nation is devoted." 


I say to you old men and young men 


here to-night, that' that doctrine filled 
the hearts and fired the souls of our im- 
mortal ancestors, and nerved them on, 
and supported them in their war for the 
establishment of a government, based 
upon the»equal rights of man. 


Now stend along here men of the dif- 


ferent races and nationalities, and make 
them understand that the bedrock doc 
trine of this government is. that they are 
created equal to any men that ever lived, 
and "to the defense of that doctrine this 
whole nation is devoted." 
As soon as these men understand and 


our own this whole nation is devoted. 
This doctrine of the equal rights of 


man, so ably'stated by our immortal 
ancestors in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and defended and maintained 
by^lEneir most holy blood and patriotic 
sacrifice has descended to you, young 
men. Take it and defend it, - 


The immortal Monroe was talking to 


you when he said, " To the defense of 
our »jwn, this whole nation is devoted." 


In referring to the young republics that 


had sprung up in northern South Amer- 
ica in 1823, Mr. Monroe said, "That if 
any European poaer comes over here to 
oppress them, or in any monner control 
their destiny, or to set up or establish 
the European form of government on 
this hemisphere, the American Govern- 
ment would regard it as a Casut Belli." 
When the combined powers of Eu- 
rope undertake to whip the United States 
of America, they will have to whip the 
Monroe Doctrine out of the human 
family. 
. Kindled by the fires of Plymouth 
Rock, and cradled in Fanuel Hall, in 
one-hundred and twenty years it has 
swept halfway around the globe, and in 
the next centennial it will have com- 
pleted the circle of the world. 


And now, young men, as yon march 
to the polls to take your place in the 
booth to prepare your ballots to vote, if 
any person, be he corporatioe, trust, man 
or devil, interferes with you to oppress, 
or in any manner to control your vote, 
with-your strong right arm defend your 
^American manhood, and with noble left 
TlirHSm a jolt on the right jaw for luck, 
and I will leave the corporations with 
you. I. was created an American citizen 
,at Deruyter, in the State of New York, 
February 25 ,'183!. 


With my blessed mother's milk I took 
'an oath to live the doctrine that all men 
ate created equal, endowed with the in- 
alienable rights to Ufa, liberty and the 
freedom of pursuit, and the right to own 
and control the property their skill and 
property 


labor produces, or that their thrift 
economy accumulates. 
and 


comprehend it, 
erect, there will they will stand more 
be a new light in their 


eyes, new vigor and confidence in their 
"aces, and firmness and manly independ- 
ence in their walk; and they will fight to 
:he death with the zeal that fills the 
learts and fires^ the souls of American 
citizens, to defend the doctrine of^ the 
equal rights of man, against the divine 
right of kings. 


Such men will never beg. 
I quote from Mr. Monroe: " It is only 


when our rights are' invaded, or seri- 
ously menaced, that we resent injuries or 
make preparations for defense. 


"We'declare that we should consider 


any attempt on their part to establish 
heir form of government on any part of 
his hemisphere, as unfriendly to the 
American form of government." 


A casus belli.

We commenced this government with 
i George for a defender, and we have 
one now.

. Thomas Jefferson, the immortal pat- 
riot, who drafted the Declaration of Iri- 
lependence, and was chosen third Pres- 
dent of the United States of America, 
negotiated the Louisiana purchase and 
xtended that doctrine over a territorial 
unit that involved the drainage of the 
Mississippi river. 


A country six times larger than the 


Jnited States, that had selected him as 
heir Chief Executive. 
Following that came the annexation of 
'exas rnd the Mexican war, and the pur- 
hase from Mexico of the territory of 
ivhich • this State forms a part; then the 
urchase of Alaska to all of Which terri- 
ory this doctrine of the American gov 
rnment has beett extended. 
In the light of these precedents, all the

nc'estors as villains, by turning that 
ountry affd people back to the cruel 
oyernment of the Divine Right of 
Cings? 


od!'or shame! Forbid it Almighty 


Ladies and geutlemen, these doctrines 
f government are very simple. 
It has been objected that the annexa- 
on of Hawaii and Philippi would flood 
lis cold country with native men from 
le equator. 
The only inducement that could be 
eld out to the men of that torrid zone 
o emigrate to this frozen north would be 
o enjoy the felicity and benificence of 
he American form of government. 


Now carry that form of government to 
lem, in their own country, and guaran- 
ee it to them until they are able to man- 
je and execute it, and maintain the 
^ual rights of men, and enjoy the felicity, 
enificence and munificence in their own 
ative land and they will stay there and 
e ever ready to fight to the death, and 
ver'be the American exponents of the 
Monroe Doctrine. " To the defense of 


When a man of foreign birth takes the 


oath of allegiance to the-American doc- 
trine of government, right then that man 
is created an American citizen, and 
btnds himself and his generation to the 
defence of the American doctrine of the 
equal rights of man. 
t Let him defend it. Let him live it. 


Abraham Lincoln, in his first inaug- 


ural addrsss, said: "The maintenance 
inviojate of the rights of the State, and 
especially the right of each State to order 
and control its own domestic institutions 
according to its own judgement ex- 
clusively, is essential to the balance of 
power on which the perfection and^en- 
durance of our political fabric depend, 
and we denounce the lawless invasion of 
any State, 90 matter under what pretext, 
as among the greatest of crimes." 


When a. corporation sends its hirelings 
into your S$te to make and administer 
your laws, under the pretext that you are 
dishonest, unjust and cannot be trusted, 
that is among the gravest of crimes. 


TRUSTS AND CORPORATIONS. 


A4rust or corporation is an artificial 
person^ a creation of statute law. 


An association of property officered 


and managed by men for the purpose of 
accumulating property. 


A State is an accumulation of people, 


permanently, settled within a definite 
limit of territory-governed by self-im- 
posed laws to insure justice. 


A corporation is an accumulation of 
property. 


The paramount question is shall an ac- 


cutnulafton of property govern the State? 
The Declaration of Independence says 


that all just powers of government are 
derived frorn, the consent of the governed. 


The question is, shall the peopls ofthe 


United States of America govern the 
trusts and corporations, creations of 
their laws, or shall the trusts and corpor 
ations govern the people of the United 
States of America? 


As in all questions the greater includes 


the less, so in this question, the question 
of trusts and corporations includes the 
money question.

Every corporation, and every bank in 
the United States is for the gold stand- 
ard. 


The policy of any trust or corporation 
is determined by the officers, managers 
and attorneys of that corporation. 


The managing officers and attorneys 
are the corporation. 


They are the living, acting representa- 


tives of a concentration and unification of 
the power and strength of a great mass 
of property. 


From a point in time, you all under- 


stand that at the instant of creation, if 
you had not been fed you would have 
died. 


When any person is properly fed and 
clothed^aad housed, he is happy if he is 
not "greedy. 


You see, therefore, that a person with- 
out food, clothing and shelter, has no 
strength, is in desperate want, and des- 
perate ftant leads directly to immorality 
and crime. 


Therefore, a person without property, 


is wjthout strength, and without money 


But surround him in abundance, with 
excellent food, clothing and shelter, and 
he is strong. 


Now "give him money to his heart's 
content, and he will have power. 


The power of government, that is, the 
Europea^ power of arbitrary goqernment. 
So yoVsee that property in the com- 


forts of life, makes you strong and happy. 


But property in a great accumulation 


of money makes you powerful, arbitrary 
and dictatorial, « 


In thefhistory of the gouernment of the 


world, Bjie British, or brutish in 1816, 
were the first to demonetize silver. 


They are on the gold standard, and 
dictating it to the world. 
I want neither British dictation, nor 


European form of government in mine. 


Now, young men and old men, young

It is only when our rights are invaded 
or seriously menaced, that we resent in- 
juries or prepare for defense.

All public effort should be directed to 
the public good.

the running of trains by time table and 
tram dispatcher, and charge a toll on 
transportation to cover that cost. Let 
any person put on cars and trains and 
carry persons and property at open com • 
petition cost just is now done on the 
canal and river transportation of the 
United States, everywhere. That would 
give us competition between cars and 
trams on Government roads. The Gov- 
ernment would control and the people 
operate the roads and competition would 
be open and active, and the cost of trans- 
portation of persons and property would 
be reduced to open competition cost. 
Competition* would be on the Govern- 
ment roads and not between roads. 
Railroad transportation would thus be 
cheap and rapid transportation at popu- 
lar prices, instead of dear transportation 
and corporation prices.
